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EXHIBITION OF THE NATIONAL INSTITUTION. 

Tue first exhibition of pictures of this society was opened to 
the public on Monday, at their new rooms, 316, Regent-street, 
nearly opposite the Polytechnic Institution. ‘This is the same 
body of artists who are so favourably known from their works, 
exhibited for two or three seasons at the gallery, Hyde-park- 
corner, as the ‘“‘ Free Exhibition.”” ‘The association originated 
with a number of artists who felt that very inadequate accom- 
modation for their works was afforded by existing institutions. To 
obviate that defect a new society was formed, giving each artist 
the control, as far as practicable, of the arrangement of his pic- 
tures, thereby removing a great evil and source of annoyance 
in. other exhibitions; and, by throwing open the rooms to the 
public free of charge, it was entitled “The Free Exhibition of 
Modern Art.’’ The expense, however, entailed by this latter 
arrangement became so much more onerous than was originally 
contemplated that it was found necessary to abandon the 
principle in part, and to throw open the galleries “free’’ for a 
limited period only—that is to say, for a fortnight at the end 
of the season. It is a great pity that the original plan could 
not be persevered in; but, no doubt, sufficient reasons for 
abandoning it presented themselves to the minds of those who 
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had set the exhibition afoot. At present it is on the same 

asis as all other picture exhibitions in this metropolis—with 
the exception of the British Institution—namely, 2 proprictary 
ground. It is, in fact, the property or speculation of a body 
of artists—like the two water-colour exhibitions and the 
Society of British Artists—always, however; conceding to it 
the credit of a measure of liberality towards the indigent ae 
tion of the public which never entered into the calculations 0 
the older and richer bodies of the same character. 

The premises occupied by the National Institution at ord 
sent are three large roomy apartments, apparently Cu it 
for the purpose. We have given an engraving ° the larges 
room, from which it will be seen that none of the pictures are 
placed so high but they may be seen to advantage. tn aah 
fourth room, of slighter pretensions and lesser 8i2¢; but Hiroe in

Last year’s exhibition gave proofs of ine talent that i) in 
the society; and on the present occasion many of the mem ers 
have surpassed their former efforts, We shall take a ore 
through the catalogue and notice the most prominent 0 tas 
works in their order. No, 2, ‘A Highland Ford, Lochaber u 
R,R.M‘lan, This clever artist delights in depicting the

scenery and history of his native country, and he does so with 
the true enthusiasm of the painter. Whether it is the rocky 
mountain side, the gushing stream, the quiet lake, or in the 
still higher walks of art, wherein he so forcibly depicts the 
energy, boldness, and heroism of the Highland character, he is 
eaually successful, The ‘Highland Ford’ represents a scene 
familiar to all who are acquainted with the country. A sturdy 
Highlandman is seen carrying a girl over the stream, and a 
younger ‘“‘laddie”’ cautiously acts as a pioneer over the more 
than pebbly brook. The picture is well painted, and the 
landscape true to nature. 

Two small landscapes by Mrs, Oliver, Nos. 15 and 18, are 
well worthy of notice, from the artistic style of their execution 
and the picturesque character of the scenes they represent. 

No. 22, ‘Don Quixotte entertained at the Inn, which he 
imagined to be a Castle;’ J. W. Buss. In this picture there is 
a great deal of humour without vulgarity, and some clever 
painting as well as good drawing. The comical plight of the 
poor enthusiast of chivalry is cleverly expressed. 

No, 27, ‘ Thought is Free—Caliban, Ariel, and his Fellows ;’ 
A. Fussell. This is a bold attempt by a young artist, and cer- 
tainly one of great promise. There is considerable power 
indicated in the foreshortening of the figure of Caliban, and 
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great talent in the grouping and painting of the distant fairies, 
&c. 

No, 30, ‘Fruit Piece;’ W. Duffield. Very clever in arrange- 
ment, colour, and execution. 

No, 31, ‘The Graces;’ W. Barraud. Three sporting dogs 
are here beautifully painted, the life-like expression of which 
is so good that it will, no doubt, procure them a place in the 
collection of some sporting gentleman who may be fond of such 
graces, 

No. 32, ‘The Gospel in the Wilderness ;’ R. R. M‘Ian. The 
artist has travelled out of his favourite subjeets, and in this 

instance has given us a proof of the versatility of his talent. 
A missionary is represented preaching to a band of Lowa 
Indians. he subject is worthy of the genius of the artist, and 
as a painting it combines skill in composition with some good 
drawing, but it is deficient in point of colouring and effect. 

No. 36, ‘The Lake Nemi;’ R. S. Lauder, R.S.A,. Very 
clever, and painted with fine feeling. 

No. 41, ‘Noon;’ A, W, Williams. This is one of the largest 
and best landscapes in the collection; it is admirably painted, 
embracing almost every variety of English scenery. The effect 
of the sun's rays on the dark, distant hill is cleverly managed ; 
and the richly- wooded grove, with its brilliant foliage, is algo 
truthfully and admirably painted. The other portion of the 
picture is best described in the words of the poet :— 

“The reedy pool, 

Now starting to a sudden stream, and now 
Gently diffus’d into a limpid plain; 
A various group the herds and flocks compose ; 
Rural confusion! On the grassy bank 
Some ruminating lie! while others stand 
Half in the flood, and, after bending, sip 
The curling surface. * * * 2 

Amid his subjects safe 
Slumbers the Monarch swain * * * 
There listening every noise, his watchful dog.” 

No. 45, ‘Galliotti, the astrologer, showing Louis XI. the 
first specimen of printing; R.S. Lauder, R.S.A. This gen- 
tleman is president of this institution, and one of its most 
useful and talented members. This subject is taken from a 
scene in Quentin Durward.” The reader will recollect the 
dialogue between the wily Italian and the wicked French 
King, apropos of Guttenbergh’s newly-promulgated invention ; 
and how the failing prince decided that each generation should 
look only to itself, on the principle that ‘‘ sufficient for the day 
is the evil thereof."’ The character of Galliotti is stamped 
with the dignity and power of intellect, andis powerfully con- 
trasted with the stooping, stealthy, mistrustful, though inteili- 
gent and astute aspect of the cruel and unprincipled French 
monarch, ‘The painting is admirabie, both in conception and 
execution, and the colouring rich and harmonious, 

No. 50, ‘ Outskirts of an Enelish Village ;’ J. C. Bentley 
An old wooden bridge, and shady lane, with a group of gipsics 
on one side; the peaceful village peeping through the trees, 
and a charming bit of distance artistically composed, make up 
this beautiful and picturesque scene. ‘ ; 

No, 55, ‘Here’s his health in water!’ Another of Mr. 
M‘Ian’s favourite subjects, but not one of his most successful. 
The picture represents a Highland gentleman of 1715, in 
Carlisle prison, the day previous to his execution, receiving the 
last visit of his mother, wife, and children, and instilling into 
his son principles of loyalty. As a painting it is inferior to 
most of this gentleman’s other productions, 

No, 57, ‘Samson ;’ E. Armitage. Although this is modestly 
called a sketch, it is an elaborate and finished one, aud will 
rank among the best productions in the gallery. The figure 
displays great knowledge and skill in depicting the human 
form, and the head is finely painted.

The 
number of advertisements inserted in the London newspapers in 
1849 was 886,108, paying a gross duty of £66,458.

THE PARIS AND LONDON FASHIONS. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE ENGRAVINGS. 

No, 1. Group of Figures, representing Dinner and Evening 
Negligé Dresses suitable to be worn at home,—Our illustration 
exhibits a party of ladies seated round a drawing-room table 
partaking of tea and engaged in various kinds of fancy needle- 
work, 'The last figure on the left hand has a dress of striped 
silk in rich shades of royal blue.

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GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION AND 
DRESS 

Some of the bouquets just introduced for trimming bonnets 

are not less remarkable for beauty than for novelty. Among 

the prettiest of those suited to leghorn and French chip are 
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almond, chestnut, and apricot™blossom. Bouquets of acacia, 
honeysuckle, nightshade, daisies, and roses of every hue, and 
sprays of Japanese sophora, larkspur, and maiden’s hair (a kind 
of fern) are aaplayed to ornament bonnets of pink and blue 
crape, Of white poult-de-soie is trimmed with bouquets of the 


f | lily of the valley. For evening costume we have observed 


demi-wreaths of wild roses and ivy intermingled, of convolvulus 
of different colours entwined with bryony, and of ipomcea com- 
bined with dulcamara (a lilac flower with yellow stamens), 

The fancy straw bonnets prepared for the coming season are 
of various patterns. If transparent, they are lined with either 
white or coloured silk or crape. Many of those with coloured 
linings are trimmed with checked ribbon of hues correspond- 
ing with the colour of the lining. Among the prettiest of 
these novelties we may mention one lined with white silk, and 
trimmed with a bouquet of ‘white lilac; and another of lilac 
silk and trimmed with two bouquets of violets. We may also 
describe a drawn bonnet of pink silk, each running ornamented 
with a ruche of narrow pink ribbon, edged with a small black 
satin stripe. On one side a bouquet of roses, 

Among the new French summer shawls just imported, 
several are composed of black silk with embroidered borders, 
the pattern like those on the cashmere shawls, consisting of 
palm leaves, The border is from twelve to fourteen inches 
deep, and is worked in bright tints, yellow predominating ;

Hkaura or Lonpon.—A considerable decrease is 
observed in the mortality of the: week ending last Saturday. The 
total deaths registered in the metropolitan districts, which in the 
previous week rose to 1124, were last week only 893, whereas the 
average derived from deaths in ten corresponding weeks of 1848-9, 
and raised in proportion to increased population, is 1001, and in 
the last three corresponding weeks, namely, those of 1847-9, the 
deaths rose to about 1050 and upwards, In last week, as compared 
with that immediately preceding, the deaths classed as having been 
caused by zymotic or epidemic diseases are almost exactly of the 
same amount; in this return there are 157, of which 7 were from 
smallpox, 15 from measles, 18 from scarlatina, 35 from hooping- 
cough, 4 from influenza, all of which diseases are at present less 
fatal than usual; there are also 37 from typhus, which is about the 
average; and 13 from diarrhea, 6 from remittent fever, 5 from 
rheumatic fever (besides 3 from rheumatism), and 8 from erysipelas, 
from which diseases the mortality is rather above the average. But 
diseases of the respiratory organs still exhibit a smail increase on 
the average, though, compared with the mortality of this class in 
the previous week, they showa reduction. Bronchitis, pneumonia, 
asthma, and other complaints affecting the organs of respiration 
(with the exception of hooping-cough and consumption) number 
174, the average being 164. The mear. daily reading of the ther- 
Mometer was highest on Sunday, when it was 54-4 deg., and lowest 
on Saturday, when it was 46-2 deg. ; the mean temperature of the 
week was 49°65 deg., or 5 deg. higher than the average of the same 
week in 7 years. ‘The mean temperature was throughout the week 
higher than the average, and on Sunday was higher by 9-5 deg., 
and on Monday by 8°5 deg.

DeTERMINED SuicipE.—An inquest has been held at 
Wraysbury on the body of Henry Pearce. Nathaniel Dear, engine- 
driver, deposed that about sixty yards from the first bridge, after he 
had passed the Wraysbury station, he saw a man come from the piers 
of the bridge under the archway, look towards the engine, and place 
himself on the centre of the line on which the engine was running ; 
he turned his back to it and folded his arms. Witness opened the 
whistle, and sounded it sharply several times, but he did not take 
any notice of it, and remained quite still; the engine consequently 
struck him in the back, and the train passed over him. Witness 
immediately gave the signal to the guard to put on the break, and 
the train was stopped as soon as they could. The guard, Augustus 
Mountain, and witness then went back along the line, about 300 
yards, to the body of the deceased, ‘who was quite dead, and lying 
on his face in the centre of the’line. One of his legs and arms 
appeared to be torn off, and his head mutilated. The train at the 
time of the accident was travelling at the rate of thirty-five or forty 
miles an hour; it does not stop at Wray-bury station. Before 
witness saw deceased he had sounded the whistle on approaching 
the station, as usual, and the porter gave the signal that all was 
right. The deceased had ample time to get out of the way after he 
whistled the engine to give him notice, if he had chosen to do so. 
The deceased, it was stated, had a peculiarly formed head, and he 
had an overflow of blood to the brain, Verdict, ‘‘ Temporary 
insanity.” ‘The deceased was not more than twenty-two or twenty- 
three years of age; he had been married only about six months, and 
his widow is now enceinte.

Disrressinc AcciDENT To A LyrrLE Ginu.—We have 
the painful duty of recording a fatal and melancholy accident to 
the daughter of the esteemed rector of Sprotborough, the Rev. J.

DisTrREssiInG ACCIDENT ar Bisnop’s STORTFORD.— 
A Brotuer SHor.—On Saturday last Bishop’s Stortford was 
thrown into considerable excitement by the intelligence that Mr. 
John Glasscock, a respectable builder, nad accidentally shot his 
only brother, Thomas, while they were each retiring for the night. 
An inquest was held at the Cherry Tree Inn, pefore Thomas 
Sworder, Esq., coroner for the county of Hertford, and a respect- 
able jury. ‘The body was lying at the dwelling of Mrs. Glasscock, 
the mother, where her son, Mr, John Glasscock, and two daughters, 
resided, The countenance presented an appearance of placidity, 
and the orifice in the left breast, where the fatal bullet entered, was 
extremely small. The deceased's brother and sister present were 
overwhelmed with distress; and the inquiry which was conducted 
by the learned coroner with the-utmost delicacy and regard to their 
feelings, was a most painful investigation, After the examination 
of preliminary evidence, the room he cleared for a short time, for 
the coroner and jury to consult, and Mr. Glasscock was requested 
to attend. The coroner informed him that the jury were, quite 
willing to hear his statement, but if he had the least objection he 
need not make any whatever. — Mr. Glasscock (who evidently 
laboured under the most intense, grief) said it was his wish to give 
the jury every information in his power, He then stated that on 
Saturday night his brother came home from Mr. Tanner § about 
eight o’clock; they supped afterwards with their mother a 
sisters, and went up to bed at a quarter to ten o’clock.

BONAPARTE’S MOTHER AND SISTERS. 

“It was not to be supposed that Napoleon, even had he felt little 
regard for his mother, would have allowed her to remain in 
obscurity at Marseilles after he had attained supreme power in 
France. But he entertained towards her a very affectionate 
remembrance, for he rightly attributed to her early lessons the 
foundation of his greatness, confirming a truth of universal appli- 
cation, that a mother’s care is the index and condition of pre- 
eminence among the cons of men. Upon the event of the 18th 
Brumaire she removed to Paris, where, however, she lived in a very 
retired manner, which was equally in accordance with her own 
tastes and agreeable to the wishes of the First Consul, who could 
not venture at that time to give the females of his family any dis- 
tinctive rank or prominence. From the trials and misfortunes to 
which she had been exposed she was naturally of a provident dis- 
position, and rigidly condemned superfluous expenditure on the 

art of her children, saying, with a foreboding gesture, that they 
fnew not what they might come to notwithstanding their present 

rosperity. She took part with Lucien in his quarrel with Napo- 
Ais and, greatly to the chagrin of the latter, followed him to 
Rome, og grr ane in her conduct the sternness and independence 
which was characteristic of her. When upbraided by Napoleon 
with an undue partiality for Lucien, she answered sharply that an 
unfortunate son would always be the most dear to her, which she 
proved to himself afterwards by a memorable devotion. Shortly 
after the creation of the empire, however, she was induced to return 
to Paris, whither the new Emperor invited her by tender solicita- 
tions, and offers of a splendid establishment. In truth he settled 
upon her an annual income of 1,000,000 francs (£40,000), assigned 
her a separate court, and gave her position as Madame-Mére, 
equivalent to the title of Empress-Mother. She took up her 
residence in the sumptuous mansion furnished by Lucien, but she 
was far from maintaining the princely state and hospitality of that 
banished magnate. She adhered to the penurious habits she had 
formed in adversity, not from an ignoble love of gold, but from a 
dread she could never discard that poverty and want might again 
become the portion of the family, and that all her savings would be 
needed in the hour of calamity, *Who knows but I may have one 
day to keep all these kings and queens?’ she was accustomed to 
remark even in those halcyon days when fortune wore her serenest 
smile, and crowns glittered on the heads of her rejoicing sons and 
daughters.

HINTS ABOUT THE GREAT EXPOSITION. 
No. 2.—Lapres’ CoMMITTRES AND THE SunscrRietion Lists. 


Since in our paper of last week we called attention to the fact 
that not less than one hundred and fifty thousand pounds will be 
sufficient to meet the expenses of the Exhibition, and to the impor- 
tance of ladies’ committees in aiding to raise so large a sum, a 
return has been published of the lists of subscriptions sent in to 
the royal commissioners by fifty-one committees. ‘The lists include 
London, Leeds, Huddersfield, Halifax, Bradford, Sheffield, Not- 
tingham, Derby, Birmingham, Wolverhampton, Dudley, Man- 
chester, Stockport, Bolton, and other leading towns of the cotton 
district; Bristol, Falmouth, Belfast, Newcastle, and other ports; in 
short, every place likely to contribute largely, except Liverpool, 
Dublin, Glasgow, Edinburgh, and the Potteries. 

The total amount is short of Forry-rour THovsanp Pounps, 
considerably less than one-third of the sum required. It is pro- 
probable, too, that the local committees have returned the full 
amount on their lists, without making any deductions for expenses 
of meetings, costs of collection, advertisements, and other items, 
which in any wide-spread subscription seldom amount to less than 
from fifteen to twenty pounds out of every hundred. If this deduc- 
tion is to be made the sum which the commissioners will have to 
receive from these fifty-one lists will not be a fourth of the fund 
required to ensure the success of the Exhibition; and it would 
not be safe to calculate on more than twenty thousand pounds 
from places not named in the list, and which, after deducting 
expenses, would still not give much above a third of the required 
sum, 

A glance, however, at the amount returned for the several places 
is sufficient to show that the subscriptions have not been by any 
means general; and that there has certainly not been in every town 
a systematic canvass carried on from house to house, and by which, 
in most places, the sum of the subscription might be doubled, 

We never, for instance, saw Manchester in a subscription for any 
public purpose so far behind as to have subscribed little more than a 
ninth of the sum given by London; nor Birmingham, Nottingham, 
Preston, and 8 80 low down upon any list. 

It is quite clear either that the arrangements for collecting 
money have been defective, or that there is some want of confidence 
felt ag to the management of the Exhibition, or some idea abroad 
that, the object being now a national one, the requisite funds should 
be voted by Parliament, either as a grant out of the spare money in 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s hands, or as a loan to be repaid 
out of the receipts from admission fees to the Exhibition, In any 
case there is need for activity on the part of the ladies’ committees. 
The London committee should spare no effort to have corresponding 
committees formed in every district of the metropolis and every 
town throughout the kingdom. Collecting cards should be issued 
to every such committee ; the committees should meet during the 
collection, if possible, every day, and certainly not less frequently 
than twice or thrice a week; the more frequent the meetings the 
more systematically and speedily will the work of the canvass be 
completed, and the required funds be placed at the disposal of the 
royal commissioners. We are quite confident that in most places 
on the list the ladies’ committees can double, or add half or a third 
to, the amount at present subscribed. 

If private subscription is to furnish the requisite HuNDRED AND 
Firry Trovsanp Pounps, every one should be invited to subscribe; 
even working men should give their pence, that they may have 
their share in this invitation to world-wide competition. It should 
not be left to a few to subscribe a fund from which all are to derive 
the profit of fresh impulse to industry; new application of art to 
manufactures; and a truer appreciation of the value of commerce, 
and the skill, enterprise, taste, and vast variety of knowledge 
included in the trade and manufactures of the world, 

Ladies’ committees might also take charge of small weekly sub- 
scriptions from workpeople to raise a fund for the expenses of a visit 
to London to see the Exhibition. Railways and steam-boats, when 
the time comes, will be ready to afford more than usual facilities to 
numbers ready to proceed and return together at a fixed time; and 
the ladies’ committees, by taking the matter in hand now, would 
give such impulse to the desire to see the Exhibition, and save for 
the purpose, that very few even of the working classes need lose the 
onpertan of seeing at one view specimens of their own handicraft 
side by side with the similar productions of their fellow-craftsmen 
throughout the world. Itis not merely designers and manufacturers 
and employers to whom the Exhibition, giving hints to taste, and 
impulse to effort, and new desire for excellence, may prove useful ; 
working men may also be roused to fresh exertion, may have the deter- 
mination to know more of their craft and to advance it waked within 
them, and may even have to look back to the Exhibition as the begin- 
ning of a progress to independence and fortune, Further, the 
central ladies’ committee should forthwith offer a large sum for the 
best design of a testimonial to be presented to every member of the 

several ladies’ committees, as a memorial of their exertions on 
behalf of the great Exhibition of 1851. Andif it be found on actual 
canvass that there is any great difficulty in raising the required 
amount, or that there is any general idea that the subscription is a 
slow and wasteful way of collecting what might better at once be 
given from the national purse, then the ladies’ committees can at

and, carrying back his embalmed body and her treasures in the 
same coffin, she hurried with impatient alacrity to enjoy again the 
pleasures of juxurious F aris. Never did a more gay or fascinating 
widow flutter in the brilliant circles of that dissipated capital, Her 
ambition was to outstrip in attractions the graceful Josephine, 
whom, with all her beauty, she could never rival in the inimitable 
tastefulness of her dress. Her displays were theatrical and indeli- 
cate, whilst in envy she exceeded the usual measure of female 
weakness, although in other respects she was full of generosity and 
good nature. She often provoked the displeasure of Napoleon, but 
never failed to pacify him by her blandishments, for he knew she 
was really attached to him, and he willingly suffered himself to be 
coaxed into pardon of her follies, Nevertheless he deemed it 
prudent she 6 ould take gig ally all despatch, another husband, 
who might at least throw over her the mantle of the conjugal name. 
Accordingly, in 1803 she was married to the Prince Camille Bor- 
ghese, an Italian of historic name and large possessions, who 
united to eligibility the complaisance of a high-bred consort. In 
the following year the Emperor of the French created her an 
imperial princess, and in 1806 endowed her with the rich depen- 
dencies of Guastella and Piacenza, which she bartered, however, 
for an equivalent in money, not wishing to exchange the pomps 
and revelries of Paris for the barren cares of an obscure sove- 
eignty. ; 
ree ihige, the eldest of the sisters, was more esteemed than beloved 
perhaps by her puissant brother. She affected rather the masculine 
virtues than the softer graces of womanhood, and was distinguished, 
moreover, for li propensities, which often impart an air of 
pretension less pleasing than imposing in a woman of real supe- 
riority, She was the first preferred by Napoleon to the dignity of 
a vaseal of his empire, being made by him Grand Duchess of Lucca 
and Piombino on the oceasion of his coronation as King of Italy. 
‘At this extraordinary Step, in conjunction with the annexation to 
France of Piedmont am oa, the powers of Europe took just 
umbrage, and saw in it commencement of a system which 
threatened to end in a universal dominion, Such a proceeding was 
the height of imprudence on his part, and thus early proved, what 
was ultimately conducive to the salvation of human liberty, that he 
was totaily destitute of whatis called policy, or that his passions 
were too vulgar and outrageous to be subordinated to the commonest 
foresight. In after-times he transferred ulso Tuscany to this 
* Semiramis of Lucca, as Talleyrand in his flattery designated her, 
having at length exhausted the occasions for which he kept that fair 
region of Italy as ® shuttlecock of indemnity, He had first given 
it to two miserable puppets of the Spanish Bourbons in exohenge 
for Louisiana; then he had taken it from the survivor, upon the 
romise of an illusory crown in Portugal; lastly, he had held it 
atace the eyes of erdinand to induce his renunciation of the 
crown of Spain. In short, he regarded the Tuscans, more than 
any other of his enslaved communities, as a herd of cattle, to be 
trafficked in any Way he thought fit, to be sold and conveyed to an 
opportune bidder like a gang of American slaves. Nevertheless

Funps anp Suares.—Yesterday the funds were very well sup- 
ported at the advance which occurred on Thursday afternoon, The 
advices from France are construed as favourable. Consols realised

The fullest quotations of Thursday were not quite supported in the 
share market, but there was no particular change, and the general 
aspect is steadier. Great Western have been at 60 to 51, North- 
Western at 102 to 1023, and South-Western at 58, Caledonian are 
firm, and also South-Eastern and North Stafford. 

Mank-LANE.— Yesterday, owing to the large supplies of foreign 
wheat and flour offering, the demand for all kinds of wheat of home 
produce ruled heavy, and to have effected large sales lower prices 
must have been accepted by the factors. Upwards of 16,000 qrs, of 
foreign wheat have come in. The want of buyers has compelled the 
importers to land a large portion in warehouse. All kinds were 
dull in the extreme, and, in some instances, ls. per quarter less 
money was paid for inferior qualities. The quantity of English 
barley on show was small; but that of foreign was extensive, 
Malting parcels sold at full piesa but grinding and distilling sorts 
ruled dull, Malt, the supply of which was extensive, met @ ver 
inactive demand, at barely stationary prices. Rather a large bust- 
ness was doing in oats, at the late decline in value. Beans, peas, 
Indian corn, and flour very dull, and the turn cheaper,

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OTHO, KING OF GREECE, 
Among the third-rate powers of the 
world, GreEce may be said to stand 
first; and she has of late years en- 
joyed no little consideration among 
those leviathans of empire—France, 
Russia, and Austria, in opposition 
to a greater than all—England. Of 
the cause of quarrel, which is at the 
same time trifling and complicated, 
and by no means honourable to us, 
we shall speak hereafter ; and shall 
now say a word or two about the 
Pecrent Sovereign of a State or 

tates which once took the lead in 
the world’s history. 

Orno, King of Greece, is the 
second son of the former King of 
Bavaria, who has retired from the 
cares of government, and was born 
on the Ist of June, 1815, He was 
elected King of Greece on the 7th 
of May, 1832, by the Governments 
of Great Britain, France, and Russia 
—these three powers having entered 
into an alliance for the settlement 
of affairs arising out.of the Greek 
revolution by a convention signed 
in London on the 6th of July, 1827. 
The then King of Bavaria ratified 
the treaty on the 27th of the same 
month, King Otho formally accept- 
ing the crown on the Sth of October 
following. He reached Greece, ac- 
companied by a regency and Bava- 
rian tooops, on the 6th of February, 
18338 ; and his majority having been 
fixed for the Ist of June, 1835, he 
assumed the reins of government on 
that day. The youthful sovereign 
was married on the 22nd of Noy., 
1836, to Amelia, the beautiful 
daughter of the reigning Grand 
Duke of Oldenburg. 

Both the King and Queen are 
much beloved by their Grecian gub- 
jects for their amiable characters, 
and the unassuming, yet steady, 
prosecution of good and wise ob- 
jects. It is true that financial diffi- 
culties have at different periods 
existed ; but these were contingent 
to a state of affairs pre-existing, and

2nd row.—Take up small stiteh, leave the other. 

3rd row.—Plain. 

Repeat these three rows with two next shades, and with the 
darkest the Ist row only. 

Now recommence netting round three plain rows of each colour, 
omitting the darkest shade, and netting from the darkest used to 
the lightest. Now turn the whole inside out, and begin to net the 
fringes, joining on the let row woo! of the same colour; and on 
mesh 4 het two stitches on each plain stitch previously left, and 
on this fringe two rowa with pin 16, Repeat this with two next 
shades, and with the darkest net three stitches instead of two in the 
plain stitches. Now join the fringeaneatly, and also the under rows, 
and then turn the netting with the fringes inside, and net the under 
part of the cap. 

Fifteen rounds, pin 14, lL round, mesh 3; 1 round, mesh 2, two 
stitches taken into one; 1 round plain, same mesh; 1 round, mesh 
1, two stitches taken into one; Lround, mesh 3, two stitches taken 
into one, Now join the first end on wrong side, turn the mat 80 
that it is double throughout, and join the last end, 

It may be remarked, that for the part under the fringes a smaller 
mesh than No. 3 should be used after the three lat rows,
